Later in the morning W. A. But- 


ler and W. E. Dunn, who were with 
Taylor when the shooting occurred, 
were arraigned on the charge of 
having been. drunk Saturday night. 
They pleaded not .guilty and their 
trial svns set for Tuesday morning. 


According to the 'story -told 
by 


Baresi to a Capital Times; reporter 
this morning-, he was coming home 
from a friend's 
house Saturday' 
nisht, when he -met a group:-of m.en.- 
One of these, Chris .Stephenson,. he 
knew. He stopped, .Stephenson .- to. 
tell him something',' • ^Suddenly i 
man in the • group., unknown to him 
struck him and jumped upon- him, 
knocking him down upon the pave- 
ment, whereupon, the other men in 
-/he group also attacked him. 


What then ensued, Baresi does 


not remember, but he admits that 
he pulled his gun and fired one' shot, 
bitting his opponent. 
He 
claims 


that ho does not know Taylor and 
that Taylor's attack on him .was 
quite unprovoked. 


That there was apparently no im- 


mediate cause for Taylor's action is 
also the contention of Walter Dunn, 
formerly of this city and now of 
Milwaukee, and W. J. Butler, who 
were with Taylor when the accident 
occurred. 
They both declare that 


Taylor first struck the man and 
then .a struggle ensued.

Prof. Jastrow Declares Bomb 


Warnings Received by Fis- 
cher Not Due to "Mind 
Message." 


NY attempt to explain the "my- 


terious warnings" of the New 
York bomb plot, which Edwin 


P. Fischer, now detaineo in a Can- 
adian sanitarium, says'he received 
"from the air'," on any other basis 
than the product of 
a disordered 


mind, is preposterous, according to 
'Jo&qph Jastrow, professor of psy- 
chology at the University of Wis- 
consin. '

"not 


worthy of serious attention," Prof. 
Jastrow takes issue with Dr. Walter 
F. Prince, acting . direct*: of the 
American Institute of1 vScientific 
Research, who said- on •' Saturday 
that a properly "tuned" mind might 
be able to "pick up by a quasi-au- 
ditor y process, impressions of such

Dr. Prince likened -the process to 


that of a radio operator picking up 
stray messages when his 
instru- 


ments are properly tuned or within 
receiving range. There is scientific 
justification, he declared, for assum- 
ing that telepathic "messages" of 
that nature are .possible.

AN cane or table sugar be made 
out of corn? 


A prominent professor of ag- 


ricultural chemistry at the univer- 
sity does not believe that up to the 
present date any successful method 
has been found. 


"We know, .of ..course," he declar- 


ed, "that the cornstalk has a sugar 
content, but'so far experiments to 
make table sugar out of • it in any 
considerable quantities have-failed. 
I think that if any appreciable prog- 
ress had been made in this field tech- 
nical journals would have 'carried ar- 
ticles on it." 


Word has been received here that 


after more' than three years of in- 
tensive effort Dr. Arthur W. Smith 
and S. F; Evans of' Baltimore have 
perfected' a process by. which white 
sugar of the best domestic and com- 
mercial kinds may be obtained from 
corn. 
The report ponies from the 


General Food'Products Co. -of New 
York and declares that in view of 
the almost unlimited supply of 'Corn 
in this country, there 'need never be 
another sugar shortage. 
The' ac- 


count also states 'that the sugar 
may be manufactured for less.than 
4 cents a pound, and that the price 
of that commodity will 
therefore 


soon be more 'than cut in half.
